THE APPOINTMENT OF AU DITORS.
Tux following bill was prosented by Mr,
Elliot a fow days ago in the State House of
Representatives:

“Sectlon 1. That no accounta of executora, ad-
ministrators, gnarainus, (rastecs, oF wstlgnees shall
be referred to an auditor noivss sucl reterence be
specially requested by somoe person Intorested,

sHection 2. The paroes Interested, or o majority of
them, shall have theright, perdotaliy or by counsel,
Lo nominate in writing a0 person &8 suditor, which
nomination shall be ficd (o the proper court at least
ten days bhefore the time designated for the pré-
sentation of suoh accouul te the court, and If no
exceptions W suoh nomination shail be fMled within
the sald ton days, the person 0 pomi oated shall be
appointed iy the court.

“Section &, In all cases where an auditor 8 re-
quested and no person 18 nomingied, or the par-
ties lail W agree, the audilor shall be nppulmml by
e court,

Seokion 4. Xo person shall be eligible to appoint-
ment a8 un wnditor unless he 4 8 member of the
bar (o good standing, nnd shall have been sdmitted
to practice for wh loast — years beforo his appolut-
meut,"

This bill proposes the most satisfactory
remedy for the abuses of the present system
of appointing auditors, It goes to the root of
the evil, which is the too frequent appoint-
ment of incompetent men. 'There is no res-
son why the parties interested should not
nowinate a fit person as auditor of an estate
na woll aa choose arbitrators in any case; and
there is every reason why thoy should select
a person of character and ability. T'he ques-
tion of compensation would then regulate
itself, for the test in a selection would soon
become that of professional capacity com-
bined with reasonable compensation.
The wheat would socon be sifted from
the chafl. It is notorious now that
gentlemen of admitted legal capacity repeat-
edly fill the office of anditor, with entire
satisfaction to the court and to the parties in-
terested, at a compensation which is never
even reflected upon; while it is equally noto-
rious that certain others seem to inocréase
their charges in proportion to their lack of
knowledge. Unfortunastely, the laiter class
form the greal bulk of the appointees. Mon
are thrust upon estates who have mere poli-
tical or other claims, and who are unable sven
to write their own reporta. Often more boys,
just admittod to the bar, are placed in &
position requiring the decision of nice ques-
tions of law and fact. This should not be,
The arbitrary designation of persons who
would never be chosen or desired had tho
partios interested a voice, and who ara abso-
lutely forced upon estates against the will of
the heirs, should be curtailed. Mr, Elliott's
bill will do this, with proper safeguards for
all paruu, and it is well \ururthy of u trial.

SUFFRAGE IN TENNKSSEE.
Tae Tennessee Legislature a fow months ago
rejected the fifteenth amendment, and thns
arrayed the Btate against the prinoiple of
colored suffrage. On T'hursday lnst, how-
ever, the Conatitutional Convention, in its
eager desire to abolish the existing disfran-
chisement of Rebel volers, practically re.
versed this decision, It adopted by a vote
of 50 to M a clanse eonferring the
right to  suffrage on  all  male
citizens of the United States who sha!l have
been residents of Tennesseo for twelve
months, and of the county in which the yotes
is offered for gix months previous to the alec-
tion. This clause seitlos the dispute on the
upiversul amnesty sud universal suffrago
theory, and as somo of the leading ohum-
pionn of the Demooracy, including A.
0. P. Nicholson, stremuously advoouted
as part of this seti]e.
ment, we presnme that the whalo
question is substantially disposed of in that
Oommonwealth. This view is confirmad by
the nction of the Legislature, which unani.
mously adopted a resclution thanking the
couveulion for ita aotion. That body would

&8 ddtivanl oredit, however, if il: gove s

still strongor evidence of ita new convietions
by ratifying the fiftesnth amendment, and
thus helping to place (s whols pation on the
platform on whioh the SBtate is honcoforth to
stand.

Tuwx action of theGeorgin Logislature some
tims ago in expelling its colored membors
ocoasionod mach just indignation, and it was
punished in a very proper manner by allow-
ing Georgia to remmin out in the cold wntil
her semi-reconstruoted politicians conld learn
8 little wisdom., There is now a Republioan
majority in the Legislature of Georgin, whioh
soems disposed to model its policy on that of
the Rebels who perpetrated the ontrage re-
ferred to. Twenty-seven of the newly-elacked
members wera declared to be ineligible, and
the ITouse of Representatives yeatorday, by a
vale of 66 to 68, desidod to seat thoss who
reocived the next highest votes to the mem-

bers whe were excluded. In other
words, they have admitted twenty-
seven porsons who wers naver

eleoted by the people. This performancé is
about on a par with the expulsion of the
colored members by the Rebels at tho last
seasion, and it is a spocies of gorrymandering
that no political party ean sfford to conn-
tenance, The defested candidates who were
admimed to sents 1n this extraordinary man-
ner are not members, and no vote of the
Legialnture can make them so; and if they ars
allowed to participate in the procesdings a
dangerous precedent will be sot, that will
most coertainly be used against those who ori-
ginated it, if it is pormitted to stand unchal-
longed. Fair play is a jewsl, and although
the Georgia Republicans may have had ample
provocation, thoy can gain nothing by imita-
ting the villninies of their opponents,

Divorex v Prxxsyivania.—A bill has just
besn reported favorably in the Legislature
nuthorizing the courts of the Commonwealth
to grant divorces in all cases where “‘the best
interest of the plaintif (/) and the cause of
public morality will be promoted.” This
would ba to place our  divorce
law substantinlly on the same plaiform
with that of Indisna or 1linois, where
the judges are allowed to grant divorces ‘ffor
any cause which may seem to them to be

proper.” The pnblioc condemnation of this
louso system has besn too recent and too loud
to be safely disregurded. 'I'he passage of
gnch a law wonld be a disgrace to the
State, and would do much towards lowering

All good citizens
should pretest ngninst it, There is lalitude
enongh now Pennsylvanin in obtaining
divorees, and fow worse things counld be do-
vised than such a wholesale breaking

down of the antient barriors.

Now that the Honse of Representatives hus
abolished the franking privilege by a decisive
vote, wa trust the Senate will spoedily ap-
prove this important reform, The power to
frank letters and books inevitably leads to
innwmnerable abuses.
